LANSING — The Federal Aid 
Highway Act of i970 has allo 
cated §10.7 militan for use on 
county road systems in Michi- 
gan for the 1971-72 fiscal year, 
the State Highway Commission 
has announced. 

Of the $10.7 milion, 66 per 
cent — or $7,052,036 — has been 
pro-rated by the Commission to 
individual counties on the es- 
tablished distribution formula 
based on land area, population 
and county road mileage. Coun- 
ties also receive 34 per cunt of 
the gas and weight taxes coliect- 
ed in Michigan. 

The 34 per cent balance, allo- 
cated to the Department of State 
|Highways, will cover Planning 
and research costs on all coun- 
ty projects; and some construc- 
‘tion on the State's secondary 
road system. 

County secondary roads eligi- 
ble for the federal funds are us- 
ually the more important coun- 
ty roads that serve as connec- 
tors between state highways and 
between cities and villages.
